The Preakness was run annually from 
1873 to 1889. Discontinued with other 
Maryland racing for 20 years and revived 
in 1909. 


In some of the years in which there was 
no Preakness Stakes in Maryland, races 
of the same name were run at Monmouth 
Park (N. J.) and Gravesend (N. Y.). 

The race was run in two divisions in 
1918. when a total of 26 overnight entries 
were made. The Maryland Jockey Club 
decided to run the race in two divisions 
with $15,000 added for each, although the 
association had offered only one purse of 
$15,000 for the race originally. As it 
turned out, the Pimlico track could have 
accommodated the 16 horses which finally 
went to the post in the two divisions, ten in 
one and six in the other.

Mr. Aamot first gives the lists of lead- 
ing Scandinavian sires. arranged according 
to total earnings. for each of the years in 
the 1945-50 period.

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2-YEAR-OLD PROGRAM 


The four 2-vear-old races run at Keene- 
land on the day of the three-division Thor- 
oughbred Club Dinner Purse (April 19) 
were unusual but not unprecedented at 
Keeneland: in the fall of 1949 there was a 
similar number of juvenile races on a day’s 
program. 

However. Keeneland runs more 2-vear- 
old other track. At the 
spring meeting this vear a total of 83 


races than any 
races were run. Of these. 26. or 31.3 per 
cent. were for first-season performers. The 
total wagering for the meeting was $3,252.- 
933. of which $952.647, or 29.3 per cent, 
was on 2-year-olds. Since eight of the 2- 
year-old races were first on the daily pro- 
grams and three others were in second 
place. it was clear to the Keeneland man- 
agement that the races for youngsters 
brought in their proper share of business. 
Average betting per race for the entire 
meeting was $39.192; for the 26 2-year-old 
races. $36.640. But the average for the 
15 2-year-old races which were later than 
second on the program was $41.983.

which won at two and three, and showed consider- 
able speed (in a 5%4-furlong race at Washington 
Park in 1946. when she was a 2-year-old, her time 
of 1:05%5 was one of the fastest of the meeting 
at that distance). 

The Keeneland management this spring offered 
an unusually large number of races for 2-year-olds 
(slightly above 31 per cent). At most tracks this 
would be considered an unbusinesslike arrangement, 
because the average race-goer does not bet heavily 
on races for juveniles. But the track at Lexington 
considers races for 2-year-olds in a different light, 
first because breeders and owners are anxious to 
get a line on the neweomers, many of which have 
been bred locally, and second because the average 
Keeneland patron is a little closer to the Thorough- 
bred industry than racing patrons in other com- 
munities, and the interest) 2-year-olds is high, 
especially with regard to the offspring of young 
stallions. 

When entries closed for the Lafayette Stakes, 
principal race for 2-year-olds at) the Keeneland 
spring meeting, 18 prospective starters were listed. 
Even though heavy rains earlier in’ the meeting 
had reduced attendance and pari-mutuel handle, 
the management decided to risk the chance of 
further bad weather, and scheduled the Lafayette 
in twe divisions, each at $10,000 added. The re- 
sult was that twe very good races were produced, 
the first of whieh was won by Hal Price Headley’s 
Recover: the second went to Duval Headley’s 
Crownlet (see below). 

Recover. rather short-legged, full-bodied filly 
with a beuney way of going. was taken to the 
front by Doug Dodson, and she was never headed. 
At the top of the stretch she led by three lengths, 
and at the wire by 3% lengths. The others, driv- 
ing hard after her, couldn't reduce her lead.

Frank Harper Hawkins 


Frank Harper Hawkins. one of the long 
succession of farmers and horsemen who 
lived at Nantura. the family estate next 
door to the old Woodburn Farm in Wood- 
ford County. Kentucky. died at his home 
the morning of April 28. The 73-year-old 
farmer had raced a moderate string of 
horses more than 20 years ago. but made 
no attempt to carry on the great tradi- 
tion established at Nantura in the last 
century. He was 73 years old. He was a 
son of the late Clinton B. and Elizabeth 
Owsley Hawkins. 

Mr. Hawkins inherited Nantura. which 
comprises about a thousand acres. from 
his great-uncle Frank B. Harper in 1905. 
His great-great-uncle. the famous John 
Harper. bred Longfellow and Ten Broeck 
there. and trained them to become out- 
standing racers. The two famous runners 
are buried at Nantura. and the monuments 
above their graves are perhaps the oldest 
such tombstones in Kentucky. The silver 
bowl won by Ten Broeck in his match 
with Mollie McCarty is still a prized pos- 
session of the family. 

The closest kin surviving are a daughter, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Hawkins Austin, of Louis- 
ville: a son, Frank Harper Hawkins, Jr.: 
and a brother. Clinton Hawkins. of Lex- 
ington. The son will inherit the farm. and 
it will be the first time in the 150 years 
the family has owned Nantura that it has 
passed directly from father to son. 


Maharajah of Rajpipla 


The Maharajah of Rajpipla. wealthy 
Indian prince, died at his home in Eng- 
land on April 29. He was 61 years old. 
He was the ruler of the province of Bom- 
bay. During his younger days he was a 
noted polo player. Later he turned to 
racing Thoroughbreds. One of them was 
Windsor Lad. winner of the Epsom Derby 
and the St. Leger Stakes in 1934. The 
Maharajah had bought Windsor Lad for 
about $7.500, sold him to Martin Benson 
when he was at the peak of his racing 
career for $250,000. reported to be a 
record price for a horse to that time. In 
two seasons Windsor Lad was among the 
20 leading English’ sires.

MARYLAND HUNT CUP 


Like the recent English Grand National 
Steeplechase. in which only three horses 
out of 36 were finishers. only four horses 
finished out 12 starters in the race for 
the Maryland Hunt Cup at Worthington 
Valley.

In the fall of 1947. when some Thor- 
oughbred breeders were viewing the fu- 
ture with uneasiness and were thinking 
of retrenchment. Henry H. Knight. who 
had been known as America’s No. 1 horse 
salesman. reversed his role and became 
the No. 1 horse buyer in France: In a 
transaction with Marcel Boussac. the mas- 
ter of Almahurst bought four French stal- 


lions for importation to the U.S. They 
were Priam. Goya. Adaris. and Heir- 
ocles. After closing the transaction with 


Mr. Boussac. who was reputed to be 
reluctant to sell Goya. Mr. Knight  re- 
sumed the role of salesman and organized 
a syndicate of American breeders to share 
in the ownership of the French horses.

Twenty-eight stakes. including a new 
one named for the late Warren Wright, 
will be raced during the Arlington-Wash- 


ington Parks meetings at Chicago this 
summer. Added money totalling $875,000

ISINGLASS, winner of the English 
Triple Crown in 1893 and still lead- 
ing money-winning English Thor- 
oughbred, despite the fact that his 
record of $291,275 has been chal- 
lenged for over half a century. It is 
the strange story of his dam _ thet 
enters Isinglass among the great bar- 
gains of the turf. 

Deadlock, a daughter of Wenlock 
and Malpractice, was owned by Lord 
Alington, who thought so little of her 
that he sold her to Captain Machell 
for £19 ($95). Captain Machell sold 
her after she had produced a foal. 
After the foal, named Gervas, had 
some success, Captain Machell tried 
to locate Deadlock again. One day, 
a farmer drove into his place. It did 
not take the Captain long to recognize 
Deadlock as the horse pulling the 
farmer’s cart. He swapped a cart 
colt for the mare. Bred to Isonomy, 
Deadlock produced a_ colt named 
Islington. With this foal at foot she 
was sold to Col. Harry McCalmont for 
£500 ($2,500) and he bred her to Ison- 
omy. In 1890 she foaled Isinglass. 

Like America’s own Man o’ War, 
Isinglass was defeated only once. In 
12 starts he won 11 races, finished 
second to Raeburn beating the great 
mare La Fleche. As a sire Isinglass 
was a notable success. From Ising- 
lass we get the tribe of Blandford, 
Challenger II, and *St. Germans.
